The loss of family records as these hardy pioneers moved westward, 
burned courthouses, and the constant repetition of names made the task 
exceedingly difficult. The search has led me into old courthouses and 
state archives in Texas, Arkansas, Mississippi, Georgia, North Caro- 
lina, Kentucky, West Virginia, and Virginia, into National Archives and 
DAR in Washington, D.C., and into correspondence with many people. 


As I collected information, I had no thought of ever using it in a book. 
However, I soon found that others were interested in all I could tell 
them. Twice I have given my records to those who were going to ''write 
a book", but years have passed with nothing accomplished. Time is run- 
ning out for some of my relatives who are most anxious to See this in 
print. At the request of several I have attempted to give a summary of 
the data I have collected so far and a compilation of lineage charts of 
some of the descendants of Wiley and Nancy Woolbright Dyer...

Family tradition says that our Dyer forefathers came from 
Englané to Maryland in the carly days of the Colonies. James 
Dyer, the first lmown progenitor of our branch of the family 
had* moved from near the Big Falls of the Potomac to Granville 
County, North Carolina before 1765. In that year he bought 
land on the Nap of Reed Creek from Warthan Glenn of Orange 
sapoeeicd During the following ycars James Dyer bought and sold 
a great deal of land, with his wife Ann as co-Signer. However, 
he p name vas not on the deeds in 1785 when he sold the land he 
Was then living on to William Hunt. Evidently Ann died shortly: 
before 1785. In 1780 the tax rolls of Granville County show 
that James Dyer was worth six thousand tio hundred and twenty=- 
eight pounds. 

Im 1772L the Granville County Militia Rolls list James Dyer 
aS scergcant in Captain “william Bueford' Ge eee His name is 
not found on any muster rolls of the Asorican Revolution, but 
there are a number.of pay vouchers issued to him. Since they 
are\ for rather large pues we believe he was the same James 
Dyer who drew ons,voucher as Commissary.

On August 1,1604 he wrote the will which was probated 
in the Russell County Court of February 29,1804, gs the Karcr 
Court Wiley Dyer, With John Holbrook and Litt leberry Robinson, 
posted .4000 bond in obtaining letters of administration of 
the cstutc. 

James ese will names four sons and a daughter: Elisha, 
Baldy, William, Wiley, and Linnae Eliahs, a Revolutionary 
selidier, moved vith haa wife, Malvina dhssier, from North 
Carolina into South Carolina, ‘and then into Franklin County, 
Georgia. They left many descendants who hold a family rcunion 
Gach year at an old Dyer home in Adairsvills, Georgia. 

Baldy Dyer marricd Mary Taylor in Davidson County, Tenn- 
essee in 1800, but he was on the tax rolls of Russell County 
Virginia for one year- 1607. He went back to Téennessec and 
dicd in 1814 while serving in the army. His heirs were: his 
Wife Mary; Sons Willie, James, Simpson, William, and David; 
and daughter Susanna. 

NO attempt has been made to trace the family of william 
who Married Sarah iJheelcr in Granville County, torth Carolina 
in 1/87. He appeared on ths tax rolls of Russell Gounty in 
1798 and was Still living there in 1809 when he and Wiley of 
Frankiin County, Georgia sold part of the land they had inherit. 
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ed jointly. ie do know that one of his s6éns was named James 
and that he later lived in Kentucky. 

In 1779 in Granville County Linna had married Howard 
Cash. Nothing more is known of her except that in his 
application for a vsnsion , Hlisha Dyar said that all his 
records had.been carried vest by his sistcr.e Could they have 
bcen in that big family Piblse which was listcd among her 
father's personal effucts?

Wiley Dyer was born in North Carolina in 1775. Of his 
early life we know very little, but judging from his later 
years, he must have been very active. In 1799 he married 
Nancy Woolbright, daughter of Jacob Woolbright, a Revolutione 
ary.var soldier. we do not know where this marriage took 
place but it was probably in South Carolina where no records 
of marriages were kept by tx'e county officials until after 
the beginning of tne twentieth century. In a book of bio- 
Graphical sketches of prominent lawyers of Arkansas, Melvin 
Nathaniel Dyer states that his grandfather, wiley Dyer, moved 
fifty-three times during his life-time! His son Edwin was born. 
in Saltville, Virginia; Wiley Meeks was born in Wilkes County,. 
Georgia; James Harrison and Polly were born in Kentucky. Wiley: 
Dyer owned and operated salt mines and other property in 
Lawrence County, Kentucky, but his real home was in Georgia, 
near Lafayette. The family traveled betwcen the two places, 
often, and Edwin told his children that his mother's only 
fear was that the Indians might capture her and scalp her for 
her long blond hairt 

Records of land transactions in Kentucky lend support to 
Melvin \. Dyer's statement that his grandfather came to Texas 
in 1639. Family tradition’ says that he made several trips to 
Texas and that he bousht land on the Brazos for each of his 
sons. Since the court records in this section have been burned 
this cannot be verified. iie do know that he brought his slaves 
to Texas to build a home and started back to Georgia, in 1647, 
to get his family. One story says that he diéd@ after eating — 
some frozen turnivs ne had pulled from a patch he passed. The 
other says that his horse stumbled and his gun went off, killin; 
hime No matter which tale is true - he did die and was buried 
beside the trail near the present town of Daingerfield, Texas. 

In Smith County, Texas we find records of a suit brought 
by John Adrgan to settle the estate of his father-in-law, wiley 
Dyer. In 1842 a land grant had been made to Skelton Bradley 
nme S0l0 10 torviley Dyer before he recorded his patent. Dyer 
a1 no record. his deeds.,)-and, to'clear the title, Adrian: had 
to sue for administration of Bradley's estate - he having died, 
also. In the application, Adrian gave 1847 as the year of Wiley 
Dyer's death. Je do not know when Nancy died, but her name has 
not been found on any 1850 census record. 

ho administration of the Georgia estate of wiley Dyer can 
be found because the Walker County Court House burned. In one 
deed recordea later, however, we learn that Edwin Dyer sold 
Some of the property to his uncle, Thomas Pullen while acting 
as administrator of the estate.

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Academy until 1855 when he entered Mercer University 
as 2 Junior. He took his laster of Arts degree from 
Cherokee Baptist College at Cassville in June 1857. 
The next year he was professor of mathematics there 
and also. studied law. In 1859 he entered Judge 
Richniend Pearson's Lay School at Chapel Hill, North 
Carolina ‘and was admitted to the Bar in 1860. Ee 
went to Arkansas and began the practice of law, but 
at the outbreak of the war, he enlisted in the First 
Arkansas Mounted Rifles, was inspector general with 
the rank of captain of Reynold's Brigade, and was a 
prisoner of war at Jonnsci.'s Island.

Simpson Cash Dyer, third child of Wiley and Nancy wool- 
bright Dyer, was born in Georgia on October 10, 1808, and 
died in Towash, Hill County, Texas, on July 27, 1876. In 
Georgia he married Sarah Ann Bell who was born on December 19, 
1812. At the time of her death, May 25, 1901, she was living 
with her son adirin in Plainview, Texas. 

/@ do not know much about the educational advantages 
Given to his sons by Wiley Dyer, but they aaa wrote beautifulzy, 
were evidently well-read, and took active part in church and 
political activities wherever they lived. * amps het Cash was 
no exception . 

Simpson Cash Dyer may have made earlier trips to Texas, 
with his father or by himself, but he was not with him when he 
came to build his home, since John Adraan, James H. Dyer, Wiley 
Meeks Dyer, and Harvey Lafayette Dyer were the only ones 
concerned in the settlement of the estate in Texas. The grand~ 
daughter of Reverénd Edwin says that the other children received 
their share from the Georgia property, but burned court records 
prevent verification. 

Simpson Cash was living in Cherokee County, Georgia when 
the 1850 census of the state was taken, and he represented 
the county in the State Convention in 1850. He served in the 
House of Representatives from Cherokee County in 1851 and 1852. 
Soon afterwards he joined his brother James in Hill County,Texae 
His first Hill County deed is dated January 2, 1855. 

In 1854 James Harrison and Simpson Cash Dyer went to Austir 
and secured from Governor Houston permission to dam the Brazos 
River to furnish more power for the flour and grist mill they 
had built. It reads thus:- "They are hereby authorized and 
allowed the privilege of owning and constructing a grist and 
flouring ;: mill on and constructing a milling-dam across the 
Brazos River, at the present location of said mill, south of 
Ft. Graham, on said river and on the western boundary of Hill 
County, with the.executive right of one mile above and one 
Mile below said mill, provided that the dam shall not interfere 
with the navigation of said river." A large mill-wheel of 
Solid bronze had been imported: from France and brought up the 
river to Liberty by boat and overland by ox wagon. About 1863 
a four-foot rise in the river destroyed the dam and the second 
one was built. In 1860 a carding machine was added to the 
mill and in 1566 a gin was constructed - in keeping with the 
increasing sheep-ranching and cotton farming in the community. 

Dycr was a Godly man and never allowed any mill work to 
be done on Sundays - the mill closed at 12:00 Saturday night 
and began running again at 12:00 Sunday night. Drunkards and 
lawless men who harassed the countryside respected the two 
mile executive rights of the Dyer brothers and stayed outsids 
those limits: More than fifty people were regularly employed 
during the operation of the mill , even after the death of 
Simpson Cash when it was run by Thomas Hill who shared ovwnere 
Ship with Adam Powell and John Dycor.

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In 1856-7 Simpson Cash Dyer, assisted by his son-in-law 
Thomas Hill, laid off the townsite of Towash. The city scuare 
lay just in front of his home and was given to the city along 
with the cemetery plot with the restrictive clause that it 
would revert to the Dyer heirs if the city should cease to 
exist.

Lula Alice Dyer. davgnter of Edwin and Emma Eugenia Dyer, 
was born October 12,1866, at Towash, Texas, where, at the age 
of five, she attended school in the old frame church building 
which was used for school and all civic <pawlintl ae kb Her first 
teacher was Rev. Brooks, father of Dr; 5.P. Brooks, President 
of Baylor University. Samuel Palmer ah te) Was 2 Glassmate of 
Lula Alice during this séssion of school! A short time later = 
Simpson Dyer, his son savin, and their negro slave Robert burnecé 
the lime, made the concrete, and with their own hands, built 
the concrete church thet vas leveled when Whitney Dan was built, 

In August of 1875 tre Edwin Dyer family moved to Brecken+ 
ridge, where Lula continued her education. There, in 1882, she 
met and mar®fied Mr, R.BeC. Howell, who was the Principal of the 
Breckenridge School. 

Mr. and Mrs; Howell engaged in stock raising near Brecken- 
ridge for a few years and then moved their young family and 
stock to Hale County, where they settled near Plainview. Here 
they reared a family of eleven children. In their later years 
Mr. and Mrs. Howell made their home in El Paso with their 
children. 

After Mr, Howell passed avay in June of 1949, Mrs. Howell 
resumed her hobby of oil painting and has become an artist of 
some note. Now, at the age of eighty-seven years, she is still 
actively engaged with her pictures, as well as being alert to 
all religious, civic, and political issues, 
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ROBERT BOYTE CRAWFORD HOwkLL 


Robert Boyte Crawford Howell was born in Greenville, Texas 
October 6, 1857. He was the son of Alfred Thomas Howell, an 
&ttorney, and Sarah Rebecca Dickson Howell. His grandfather, 
Dr, R.B.C. Howell,’ of Nashville, Tennessee, was pastor of the 
First Baptist Church of that city for more than twenv7 five 
years, and was also the second president of the Southern Baptist 
Convention. te 

ReOeC. Howell's famzly moved to Fort Worth, Texas, where 
they lived during the Civil War years. Later they moved to 
Thorpe Springs where he became one of the first graduates of 
Add-Ran College, now Texas Christian University which later 
moved to Fort i/orthe Through the influence of Dr. Rufus C. 
Burleson he went from Add-Ran College to waco University which 
is now Baylor University. 

On December 27, 1882, R.B.C. Howell married Lula Alice 
Dyer, daughter of Edwin and Emma Dyer of Breckenridge, Texas. 
After engaging in ranching for a few years near Breckenridge, 
lir. and lirse Howell moved their herds to Plainview, Texas, in 
1890, and established their home six miles east of the village, 

Before going to the Plains, lire. Howell interviewed dif- 
ferent preachers about going out there to organize churches. 
Dr. I.8. Kimbrough, of Henrietta, agreed to go. Mr. Howell 
contacted other Baptists, and upon Dr. Kimbrough's arrival 
November 23,1890, Mr. Howell, together with his wife and nine 
others, under the guidance of the pastor, organized the First 
Baptist Church of Plainview. From this beginning, R.B.C. 
Howell and Dr. Kimbrough organized churches over a wide area. 
Just one year later, they organized the Llano Estacado Associa~ 
tion. Thus began the work of the Baptist State Board in West 
Texas. lir. Howell served as Corresponding Secretary of the 
Board for many years, 

R.B.C. Howell was a Greek and Latin scholar, and gave 
freely of his time and talents to the training of young preacher 
throughout the Association of \t/est Texas. He also was a Bible 
teacher in tne First Baptist Church of Plainview. He was a 
moving factor in the estabiishment and building of Wayland 
Baptist College , and was ais9o a contributcr to every religious 
and civic enterprise throughout the area. . 

After he retired from ranching, Mr. and Mrs. Howell made 
their home with their daughters in El Paso. He died June 26, 
1949 and was buried at Piainview, Texas, 
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THE HICKMAN FAMILY 


In the April 1947 issue of the LOUISIANA GENEALOGIOAL 
REGISTER Dr. G.M.G. Stafford's compilation of the story of 
the Hickman family,, but the publication of the magazine was 
discontinued in October of that same year. lir. Guy Hickman 
of Dallas has copies of the issues, but the following is a 
resume of the data most interesting to the Peter Taylor 
Hickman family: 

The WILLIA. & MARY QuARTUULY MAGAZINE (1st series), 
Volume X, page 204, gives the following record: 

1. Nathaniel Hickman was living in Northunberland Comnty, 

Virginia as early as 1653, when he patented land there 
His will was probated on January 20,1656, and in it 
he names his daughter Diana and his sons Thomas and 
Nathaniel, Jr. 

2. Thomas Hickman, son of Nathaniel, patented land in 
Northumberland County in 1654. He married Mary 
who joined in a deed recorded there in 1667. Among 
their children was Thomas, Jr. 

3e Thomas Hickman, Jr., son of Thomas and Mary Hickman, 
married December 18,1683, Martha, daughter of Capt. 
Henry Thacker and Zltonhead Conway. She was born in 
Middlesex County, Virginia on December 5,1667. Among 
their children were two Sons—- Richard and Edwin. 

4, Edwin Hickman, son of Thomas Hickman, Jr., was sheriff 
of Spottsylvania County, 1729-30. He later removed to 
Albemarle County where he was one of the first justices 
in 1744. He married Elinor ____, widow of John Chiles 
His will was dated February 4,175&. He named his wife 
Hllinor and his children James, iGdwin, Richard, williag 
Thomas, ousanna; .Lettice,, and Martha... nen. meses vie 

William Hickman, son of #dwin and uwlinor Hickman of 
Spottsylvania and Albemarle Counties, Virginia, was the father 
of J/illiam Hickman, Jr. of Shelby County, Kentucky. William,Jr 
married Mary Jebster - said to have been a close relative of 
Daniel webster, the great statesman - and tney were the parente 
of the three brothers who movea to LouisSiana- william Preston, 
Thomas Jefferson, and Peter Terry Hickman. It is likely that 
dilliam Hickman, Jr. died in Kéntucky, but lirs. Lary (Webster) 
Hickman died at "New Hope" Plantation on Red River in Rapides 
Parish, Louisiana. 

Peter Terry Hickman was born in Shelby County, Kentucky 
on December 21,1810, and died at Natchitoches, Louisiana on 
December 13,1863. On October 4,1637, Peter Terry Hickman 
married Louise Desiree Gainnie, daughter of Gen. Francois 
Gainnie and Louise De Farier Lallande of New Orleans.. They 
were the parents of twelve children, among them Peter Taylor 
Hickman who married Desdemonia Dyer, lirs. Desiree Hickman | 
died January 16,1868 in Boone County, Missouri at the home of 
a daughter.

Towash Baptist Church, organized August 10, 1846 when 
that western Hill County pioneer settlement was a booming 
town, is all set to celebrate its 90th anniversary with 
memorial services honoring past pastors and members of the 
Old Rock Church on Sunday, August lle The church anniversary 
is observed every five years. | 

When the church was organized under a spreading oak tree, 
the town of Towash had some forty residences and some busi-~ 
ness houses, most noted ox: which was Towash Mill, operated 
by Simpson Dyer, and which drew trade from a wide area for 
grinding of grain by the water~powered machinery. Of the 
buildings of that early day only the mill, a delapidated rock 
Store and a rock residence remain standing today. The rock 
Glrer were GOneLruc ted lit PO (Olas 0205.0 a sce ash ae : 

The town of Towash itself was inherited by early white 
settlers from a tribe of friendly Towash Indians, and the 
Story told is that white and Indians lived in harmony there 
for many years until the Indians disappeared. Local history 
does not record what became of them, but the site of their 
village is still visited regularly by collectors of Indian 
relics. Towash is reputed to have been for some years the 
most important settlement in what is now Hill County. 
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Towash is gone: The homes of our grandfathers, their 
House of Worship, their buri@A places - all were condemned 
by the United States Government when it decided to build 
another dam in Texas. Not only the places hallowed by the 
Dyers, the Hills, and the other old-timers were destroyed, 
but huge oak and pecan: trees and hundreds of acres of the 
finest farming and ranching lands in the world are covered 
by the waters of Lake Whitney. 

A replica of the 01d Rock Church has been built ~ out 
on the bald prairie with not a tree in sight!- and services 
are held regularly. And just off the highway leading to 
the lake the remains of our fathers and forefathers lie in 
a Small plot among those set aside for all the cemeteries 
that had to be moved to make way for the waters. 

Towash has disappeared just as completely as did her 
Indians - but as long as o6ne-descendant of her first ‘white 
settlers remains, she:.willilive in: moméries! 
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POLLY DYER 


Mary Ann (Polly) Dyer, fourth child of i/iley and 
Nancy .oolbright Dyer, was born in Kentucky on April 18, 
1811 and died in Cooke County, Texas in 1889 at the home 
of her daughter, Molly Schrum. In 1827 Polly Dyer married 
Strother Frogte Burgess in Lawrence County, Kentuckye 

Strothsr F. Burgess was born in Virginia to william 
and Sally Roberts Burgess. is grandparents were Zdward and 
Nancy (Francis) Burgess and Heuben and Susannah Roberts. 
haward Burgcss, a Revolutionary soldier, moved from Giles 
County Virginia into Big Sandy Valley, a in the early 
1800's with his sons and their families. On« of Strother's 
first jobs was that of deputy sheriff under his uncle Edward 
in Lawrence County. Soon after he and Polly were married, 
they moved into the northwestern part of Georgia. Although 
most of the records there were burned, we know that he was 
actively interested in community affairs because we find 
anong othsr records - his name listed anong those of other 
citizens of Paulding County on a petition to the Governor 
asking permission to increase the oe He is also 
listed a number of times as jutor and as a Justice of the 
Peace - a highly respected office in those days. 


By 1650 Strother Burgess and his family were in 
Lafayette eae liissippi. Records there show that his 
granddaughter was righs when she said he operated a ferry 
there for awhile = the Toby-Tuby Ferry on the Tailahatchic 
River, which had .been put into, operation by an, Indian ehief 
of that nams, This lends cre@tice “to the’ tradition that 
Strother rroge Surgess vas loved ani -trugstec by the Indians 
It has besn said that the Indians adopted nim into their 
tribe so that he might practice law amongst them.

In 1799 in Franklin County, Virginia, Jesse Re. Wright 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Rachel Crawford. I have been 
unable to learn the names of their fathers, but Jesse Re. had 
a brother George and Elizabeth had a sister Nancy who married 
John Radford in 1799, also. At least one child was born to 
Elizabeth and Jesse R. Wright while they were still living in 
Virginia, but by 1808 they were in South Carolina. I have not 
attempted to trace the movement of the family across Gcorglia, 
but they were in Paulding County with the Burgesses and the 
Dy2rs by 1830. According to records given by Upton Cecile 
zstes, Jesse Re Wricht died in 1847 -but she did not know , 
Wnere, “Leveral of the children had moved to Texas and were 
living in and near Upshur County. Elizabeth Crawford Wright 
died there August 10, 1860 and was buried in Soule's Chapel 
Cemetery near Simpsonville. A tall marble shaft gives her 
Tul)? name, her birth place and date, and her death date.

{ do not know just when Thomas wright first came to Texas. 
Neither do I know whether or not he was married as a young 
mane If he was, his daughters did not know ite. He was twenty- 
one years older than Julia Ann Story Burgess and had known her 
family in Georgia. In 1652 in hemphis, Tennessee they were 
Married, They Lived in Arkansas for awhile before coming to 
Texas to make their permanent home. 

In 1660 Thomas and Julia Ann Story Burgess Wright were 
fivirg in Cooke County, Texas,” just across the river from 
Incian Territory. The Indian& often went on the warpath and 
mie Seetlers vould haye to run”™to the*fort at Gainesville. 

One time when warned of an uprising, Thomas Wright said that

if they left their homes the Indians would burn their homes’ 
and fields and Steal all the’stock, He declared he would just 
a6 §o00on die defending his property as to lose everything. His 
neighbors, strengthened by his courage, agreed. The women and 
children were gathered into one place while the men drove all 
the horses to the river bank, After fastening paddles to the 
horses' feet, they drove the animals back and forth across the 
river until almost daylight. Although they could hear the 

war cries of the Indians and could see the glow of their camp 
fires, the settlers saw no warriors: They evidently believed 
that a large troop of horsemen was waiting for them at the 
river. + 
Thomas wright, too old to join the Confederate Army, was 
commissioned as lieutenant in the Texas State Troops under 
Major William Quayle and helped to protect the home front and 
minister to the i11 in Cooke County and adjacent territory. 

Soon after the close of the War, Thomas Wright joined 
the McMullan expedition bound for Brazil. ishen the ship was 
wrecked off the coast of Cuba and they had to return to Gal- 
veston for another vessel, Thomas Wright returned to his famil: 
However,’ his nephew Jesse wright, son of William Re, went on 
to Brazil and remained there for several years before coming 
back to Texas with his son Ambrose, 

In 1870 Thomas Wright moved his family to a new frontier- 
Comanche Countye The first night after their arrival, Indians 
stole a large remuda of horses. One of the raiders was killed 
in the pursuit and was found to be a negro instead of an Indiar 
Many times after that Indians raided the settlers, and once 
the nearest neighbors of the Wrights were murdered and their 
cabin burned, but the Wright family was spared. 

The old home - a two-story log house on Copperas Creek- 
and the home in town have been torn down, but Mrs. karl House 
Still lives on part of the property bought by Thomas Wright 
in Comanche. 

Thomas right died in Comanche in 1880, but Julia Ann 
Story Burgess iiright, daughter of Strother Frogge and Polly 
Dyer Burgess, lived until 1906, Both are buried in the city 
cemetery there. 
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ELISHA A. WRIGHT 


The name of Wright was very prominent in Pittsylvania 
County in Virginia in the early days, one family having been 
among the Quakers from Pennsylvania. I have been unable to 
learn the names of Elisha /right's parents, but I cannot help 
thinking he must have been a grandson ~- or least a nephew- of 
the John Wrirht whose will, probated in 1791, names. as heirs: 
John, Thomas, Martha, Laban, Robert, Richard P., Rosamond, 
Fallen, and William. On May»'28, 1812, Elisha A. wright 
married Nancy P®nd in Caswell County, N.C. and his name appears 
on tax rolls in Pittsylvania in 1814, [In 1830 the census of 
Pittsylvania shows they had five sons and two daughters. The 
1850 census of Caswell County, N.C. gives the ages of both 
Llisha A. and Nancy as fifty-eight and names the following 
children: George, Mary, Henry, and Nancy. “His: vill, probated 
in 1858 in Rockingham County, N.C. and witnessed by Laban P. 
Wright (whom I think must have been the oldest son) nained only 
one son - George P. ~ but stipulated that all property not 
otherwise disposed of should be divided equally among all the 
other children. 

William =llis was born in Pittsylvania County but was 
living in Madison, N.C. when he married Mary Jane Ayers of 
Stokes County, !.C. in 1842, They moved soon afterwards to 
Georgia, accompanied by at least one of his brothers ~ Robinson 
or Robertson. The following is a copy of a record given to 
Irs. W.D. Wright by her brother-in-law, Charles wright:

Wiley Meeks Dyer, fifth child of Wiley and Nancy Wool- 
bright Dyer, was born in Wilkes County, Georgia, on March 5, 
1813. He came to Texas in the early days, and after the death 
of Wiley, Sr., he settled in Texas. On October 17, 1850 he 
married Sarah Colthorpe, whose family had moved from near the . 
present town of Villa Rica, Georgia and settled in Smith County, 
She was born April 24, 1803 and.died June 30, 1907. 

Wiley Meeks' application for a2 pension because of his 
services in the Indian Wars reads: 


Sept. 26,1893 

Wyley M. Dyer, 80 yrs. old, served 
in company commanded by John Floyd and 
Isaac Farris in the Florida War on Removal 
of Indians; enlisted at Covington, Georgia 
abt.

NANCY DYER 


Nancy Dyer, sixth child of Wiley and Nancy ‘/oolbright 
Dyer, was born in Virginia on May 20, 1815. About 1834 she 
Married Hugh Milton Mclfullan who - according to family 
tradition = was an Irish baron who had come to the United 
States on military affairs. They lived for awhile in Georgia 
and then moved to La Fayette County, Mississippi. In the 
early 1850's they came to Texas and joined her brothers, James 
Harrison and Simpson Cash, in’'Hill County. Hugh McMullan 
died before 1860 because the US census of Hill County for 
that year lists Nancy McMullan as head of the household. 

In 1867 Nancy Dyer Mcliullan went with her sons Frank and 
Ney to Brazil where Frank had bought a home on the beautiful 
River Juquia. They boarded the DERBE at Galveston, but a 
terrible storm wrecked the ship off the coast of Cuba. All 
passengers were saved: Panic among the women was averted by 
Nancy's reminding them of the Saviour's power to care for them 
and to save their lives , if all would trust in Him to do so, 

After the storm had abated , many things were rescued 
from the hull of the ship which held together in parts. Her 
sons could not understand why Nancy was so upset because they 
could not find a certain trunk that had been packed with some 
old clothes. Thev did not know that Colonel licMiahon had asked 
her to keep a bag of gold for him and that she had hidden it 
in the trunk: Colonel McMahon accused Nancy of secreting the 
gold and using the loss of the trunk as a means of protecting 
herself. Nancy's prayers for vindication were answered when 
several days later Colonel McMahon himself found the bag of 
gold lodged in a crevice of rock while he was wading near the 
wreckage. 

A wealthy Cuban named Vermey took the ship-vrecked victims 
to his plantation and gave them shelter while Frank i-cMullan 
returned to New York and made arrangements for their passage 
on the NORTH AMERICA,one of the tyro steamers plying between 
New York and Rio. The entire group then went to New York 
where they had to wait a month for their ship. They finally 
landed in Brazil six months after their start from Galveston! 

dhile awaiting transportation to the interior, the 
colonists were cared for by the government in a beautiful 
palace. Here the Bmperor visited each family and expressed 
his good will and solicitations for their future happiness 
in his dominion. .ihile Frank remained in Rio for a few weeks 
longer to settle up details of titles, etc., the others went 
on to their new home. Shortly after joining them Frank became 
very i11 and died within a few weeks, 

Although the mahogany forests offered great wealth, the 
sandy shores along the river prevented the boats from getting 
in to load, By 1872 those who were chiefly interested in 
lumbering gave up and came home. Among these were Judge Dyer, ~ 
his two sons, his daughter and sén-in-law, C.L. Wasson, Naricy. 
McMullan, her son Ney, and her son-inrlaw, Dr. i..T. Moore. 
Nancy died a few years later.

I. Frank-b. 1835. ‘hile still very young, he served as 


captain under walker in his ill-fated expedition to 
Nicaragua and Was captured by Commodore Paulding on 
December 8, 1857. He was six feet and one inch high 
and a man of powerful physique, being the champion 
wrestler in ‘ialker's army. Later, while in college 

at Clarksville, Texa~, ne contracted a cold which later 
developed into TB. He spent some time in lhexico where 
he was treated by the celebrated physician, Dr. Knapp. 
He was somevhat improved when he and Col. Bowen went 

to South America the latter part of 1865 and made 

plans for a colony of Americans to move there. His 
cnowledge of Spanish and his pleasing personality made 
many friends for him in Rio and among the natives along 
the river. After selecting their land, Frank came back 
toa Texas, leaving Col. Bowen to look after things, and 
persuaded many of his relatives and friends to join 
them. Since many were disgusted with "carpet-bag" rule 
and had lost so heavily in the var, his task was easy. 
However, the hardships and the privations of the trip 
took their toll of his strength and Frank McMullan died 
within a short time after seeing his psople settled in 
their new homes.

James Harrison Dyer, ninth child of wiley and Nancy 
doolbright Dyer, was born in Kentucky on November 3, 1621. 

On April 29, 1845 in Georgia he married Amanda Webb who was 
born in Georgia on Nov.1, 1822. To this union were born 
three ehildren: Harriet Ann, Wiley Simpson, and James i. 

James Dyer had probably made several trips to Texas, 
but we know he was with his father when diley brought his 
Slaves to build a home in 1847.. In 1850 James Harrison 
Dyer was listed in the Henderson County census with his wife 
Amanda and three-year old daughter, Harriet. He moved soon 
afterwards to what is now Hill County - it is said that wiley 
Simpson was the first white boy born there. i/hen the county 
was first organized, James Dyer became the first County Judge 
and served in that capacity for a number of years. One bior 
graphical sketch says that he was kind and just to his friends 
but stern and unrelenting toward his enemies, 

In 1854 James Dyer received from the state a grant of 
land within the limi'ts of Charles Fenton Nercer's Colony, 
having proved to the'‘Court that he had settled within the 
limits of the Colony prior to the 29th day of January, 1849, 
In that same year he and his brother Simpson Cash were given 
a permit to build a dam across the Brazos River, 

In the early 1850's James Dyer drove the first herd of 
cattle from Texas to Chicago. Since this was before the days 
of packing houses there, he butchered the cattle and sold them 
to the public. There were eighteen hundred head and the job 
took a year and a half 

In 1866 when his nephew Frank McMullan organized a colony 
to settle in Brazil, the Judge was one of the most influential 
men in the group. ( A very interesting account of this colony 
was ‘published: by E.N. McMullan in the SEMI-VvLihLY FARM NiiS 
ee: January 25th, L1916)...0n April 30, 1868 Judge Dyer's 
daughter Hattie married Columbus Lee Wasson, and on July 4, 
1869 Amanda webb Dyer died. Within a few years James Dyer 
returned to Hill County where he served as United States 
marshall for a number of years and operated ranches in the 
district. About 1876-7 he married Evaline Virginia Pierce, 
hts—fire+—wifets—nieee. To thissunion Was born one son Sledge. 

James Harrison Dyer died in October of 1900. Eva Pierce 
Dyer lived until January 14, 1934 and is buried in Dublin, Texa

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II. Wiley Simpson (b. 5-3-53) was the first white child born 
in Hill County, which had been creatcd from Navarro 
earlier that year. He was about thirtecn when the 
family moved to Brazil. After his mother's death, he 
was placed in a native school but rebclled when ho was 
told to bow before the statues of the saints. He had 
been reared in a good Baptist home and he said bowing 
to statucs was idol worship. hen informed that the 
Saints were real, he said he would bow if one of them 
bled when he pierced Yt with his knife. As a result, 
he was suspended and his father continued his instruc- 
tion at home. .This suited. Wiley vory well, for it gave: 
him more time to roam the strange forests and watch the 
monkeys and tr@pical birds. He was about nineteen when 
Judge Dyer and many of the other colonists returned to 
Texas. On February 21,1877, wiley Simpson Dyer married 
Nancy Rosella, daughter of 5.T. Hill of Bosque County. 
He was a successful farmer and stockman, and was active 
in working for, better marketing conditions in his 
community and in improving the breed of stock raised 
by the ranchers. Too, he had inherited from his father 
a keen interest in civic affairs and in philanthropy. 
On March 17,1901. Nancy died; and on July 19,1903, Wiley 
married the widow of Charles Swilling. He died on 
September 10,1921 and was buried in Towash Cemetery.

Morgan Correspondent of the waco TIMiS HORALD had this to Say: 


Judge Dyer was one of our honored landmarks, having beer 
a leading character in Bosque and Hill counties for over 
fifty years. He was born in Kentucky on Nov. 15,1821 and 
came to what is now Hill county about 1850, settling near 
Hillsboro. Through his efforts the county of Hill was 
organized and he served as the first county judge. He was 
known by almost every man, woman, and child in Bosque and 
Hill counties, and having no enemies was loved by all. 

For a number of years he was superintendent of the Stein 
Valley prison farm and had all classes of people to deal 
with, yet he proved a father and friend to all. During th 
past ten years he has resided on his ranch near Morgan.

HARVEY LAFAYETTE DYER 


Harvey Lafayette Dyer, eleventh child of Wiley and Nancy 
Woolbright Dyer, was born in Kentucky on October 20, 1826 and 
died in Towash, Hill County, Texas on March 16, 186). Harvey 
Lafayette married Mary Ann Roberts* sometime between 1652 and 
1857. Mary Ann was born May 4, 1638 in Nashville, Tenn., and 
died January h, 190i. Treaition is that Mary Ann lived in 
Des Arc or Arkadelphia, Arkansas before coming to Texas. 

It appears that Harvey Lafayette moved from Lawrence 
County, Kentucky with his parents to Georgia (Walker County). 
(See records of Wiley Dyer.) 

As has been stated, his father Wiley made several trips 
to Texas. It is thought that Owen and Wiley Meeks made the 
first trip to Texas with their father. Owen, not liking Texas, 
did not go back. It was probably James Harrison and Wiley 
Meeks that made the second trip to Texas. Harvey Lafayette 
probably came to Texas on the third trip, settling in Smith 
County, where he is found in 19);8 when his father's estate 
was settled. 

Harvey Lafayette taught school in Ft. Worth, Texas 
(Tarrant County), sometime between 1851 and 1t6h. During this 
period from 1951 to 186): he married and had three children. 
Harvey Lafayette and Mary Ann's first two children (a boy and 
a girl) were killed by morphine, accidentislly given to them 
by the doctor (instead of quinine). They died the day that 
Harvey Lee, the third child, was born. Mary Ann discovered 
their illness wher they came to the bed to see the "new baby" 
and said that they could feel him but could not see him. This 
was in Towash (Hill County). 

liu rvey Lafayette served in the Civil War. He came home 
on Furlough a month after the death of his first two children, 
and the birth of his third. At this time he was fatally shot 
by Ike Bassey, who nistook him for someone else. 

Mary Ann and son, Harvey Lee were living on her own 
property, near Simpson Cash Dyer, in Towash, (Hill County), 
in 1870. Sometime between 1670 and 1880, Mary Ann married 
G. W. Simpson. He lived a very short time. A short time 
after the death of Mr. Simpson, Mary Ann and her son, Harvey 
Lee moved in a house on the farm of James Harrison Dyer at 
Steiner's Valley=-near Towash. They were living there when 
Harvey Lee marrisd. Mary Ann lived with Harvey Lee and his 
wife Frances Emily (Pierce) in Dublin, Texas. She is buried 
in the New Dublin Cemctary.

--a2bout 1902. About 1906-07 he bought land in Old Mexico. 
He, his son James Harrison, A. L. Wasson and others went 
down there., He had employed a teacher to take with them-- 
for the children, and was ready to move when the Mexican 
Revolution broke out. He barely escaped alive. A Mexican, 
named Rameriz, took him down a little stream in a boat.

There were all kinds of orchards on this 
land in Old Mexico. There were various receipts of ship-= 
ments of pineapple, coffee, etc., from this land among 
Harvey Lee Dyer's papers at the time of his death. Many 
efforts were made, after his deeth, to realize something 
from this land, but nothing was ever accomplished. 

Harvey Lee Dyer and his family lived in Mangum, Easte 
land County (Eastland, county seat) for about one year-- 
about 1911. They moved back to Dublin and were living 
there when Lee died. Lee, as he was called, died of a 
heart attack. 

After Lee Dyer's death, Mrs. H. L. Dyer lived in 
Dublin for a few years, then she and her youngest child, 
Remarize, moved to Waco to live with her daughter and son- 
in-law, Mr. and Mrs. W. T. Cooper. Later, she moved to 
the Imperial Valley in California and lived with her two 
Single sons, Rex Lee and Jules Wogan Dyer. In 1927 Mrs, 
Lee Dyer and daughter, Remarize, moved back to Waco, Texas 
to live with Mr. and Mrs. W. T. Cooper.
